ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 


The Insane Asylum of North Car- 
olina, a cut of which we publish this 
morning, is located on Dix Hill, one 
mile west of Raleigh. Itis a build- 
ing of imposing exterior. The foun- 
dation isof granite and the superstruc- 
ture brick, covered with a tin roof. 
It hasacentre building 80x120 feet, 
4 stories high with an observatory on 
top at an elevation of 110 feet from 
basement floor. Upon the 4th floors 
are water tanks of boiler plate, with 
acapacity of 15,000 gallons, which 
are refilled daily by steam power 
from Rocky Branch, a stream run- 
ning through the grounds. From 
the centre, two wings extend, north 
and south, each 323 feet, making the 
entire front 726 feet. These are 3 sto- 
ries high, measuring 45 feet to the 
attic and 40 feet in width including 
rooms, corridor and walls. 

The flooring is of common long 
leaf pine of rather inferior quality. 
Much of the carpentering was execu- 
ted from lumber material not well 
seasoned. The brick work was of 
good and bad material in about equal 
proportions. The walls are stuccoed 
on the outside and plastered inside in 
good style. The granite foundation 
by the Messrs. Colborn & Stronach 
was welland thoroughly done in its 
execution. The heating apparatus 
by Mr. Nason, of New York, has 
been superceded by Jater and better 
improvements. 

The basement of the entire build- 
ing is occupied by the heating appa- 
ratus, sewer pipes and air ducts. The 
heating and ventilation is accom- 
plished by passing air over radiators 
containing steam, enter the rooms 
and corridors and thence through 
flues to the attic. The ventilation is 
equalized by a fan propeled by steam 
power. The sewerage is conveyed 
away by cast iron pipes, and water 
closet ventilation effected (though 
imperfectly) by connection with the 
main stack at boiler house in the 
rear. Thelighting is by gas made 
upon the premises from rosin. 

Each wing is divided into 6 wards 
for classification in treatment of pa- 
tients. Each ward contains 20 single 
rooms for patients, attendants and 
stove rooms. The accommodations 
of the Institution are for 224 inmates, 
but by crowding to its utmost capaci- 
ty it now contains 250. 


The first Act of incorperation of 
this Asyium was by the Legislature 
of 1848, with an appropriation of 
$80,000. The success of this move- 
ment was mainly through the per- 
sonal influence of the gieat philan- 
thropistst Miss D. L. Dix, whose 
whole life has been devoted to the 
alleviation of the suffering of this 
class of our fellow-creatures, both in 
this and Europeon countries. Her 
presence and efforts every where 
aroused sympathy and renewed ef- 
forts in behalf of the insane. 
Through her efforts the Pope erected 
a magnificent Institution in Rome. 
The British minister were induced 
by her to correct abuses in Scotiand. 
The Lord Lieutenant who refused to 
hear her was summoned by the 
Premier to his presence and repri- 
manded,and the acknowledgment of 
her services was wrung from reluct- 
ant lips in the House of Lords by a 
Peer who exclaimed: ‘‘It is to our 
reproach that we have been arous- 
ed to the existence of wrong, and in- 
stigated to the performance of duty 
in matters of charity by a foreigner ; 
and that foreigner an American! 
and that American a woman, and 
that woman a dissenter !” 

But to return from this digression. 
Soon after the passage of the first act 
the Commissioners organized by the 
appointment of Gov. Morehead as 
chairman and went to work. Ap- 
propriation after appropriation was 
made from time to time, and the 
building finally completed and filled 
at a cost of $300,000, and the first pa- 
tient (Andrew M. Holdenby, from 
Rockirgham county, a Mexican war 
soldier) admitted Feb. 22nd, 1856, 
more than seven years after the pas- 
sage of the act.

The young lady was sitting near the 
chimney at the time of the accident, 
the lightning striking the chimney.

EIGH.- We have omitted for sometime 
weekly reports, and therefore bring 
them up to date: , 

Receipts for week ending May 22d, 
1875, 447 bales, market closing at 
15ic. Receipts for same week in 
1874, 196 bales, market then closing 
at 16jc. Receipts for week ending 
May 29th, 1875, 272 bales, market 
closing at lic. Same week in 1874, 
63 bales, raarket then closing at l6éc. 
Receipts for week ending June Sth, 
1875, 207 bales, market closing at 
14%c. Receipts for same week in 
1874, 99 bales, market then closing at 
15ic. Receipts for the week ending 
June 12th, 1875, 264 bales, market 
closing at 1l4tc. Receipts for same 
week 1874, 55 bales, market then 
closing at 16c. Whole receipts from 
lst Sept., 1874, to date, 33,757 bales ; 
same time in 1874, 24,949 bales; in- 
crease in receipts this year 8,808 
bales. 

There are yet several thousand 
bales of cotton held in this city and 
county which holders are not willing 
to sell at present prices. The mar- 
ket closes very dull. The prospects 
of the growing crop is good. A good 
‘‘stand,’’ weather good for ‘‘chopping 
out” and killing out the grass, and 
the plant healthy and growing. All 
promising a good yield. 


The Baltimore and Potomac Rail- 
road Company have decided to doub- 
le the track between Baltimore and 
Washington, and a number of the of- 
ficials of that company visited Wash- 
ington Thursday to instruct the en- 
gineer to issue orders for immediate 
grading for the additional track.

THE BOrTOM OUT. 

The National Republican of 
Washington city, in itsissue of the 
10th inst., is a most extraordinary 
paper.

THE PENITENTIARY. 
Among the inflictions imposed 
upon the people by the Constitution 
of 1868 is the neccessity for the 
erection of a penitentiary. Instead 
of being left to the exigencies of the 
public demands and the discretion 
of the Legislature, it is made com- 
pulsory by the fundamental law. 
There was no escape from the obli- 
gation, because it was there in the 
Constitution. | 
I's erection is an innovation upon 

the ideas of the people of North 
Carolina, accustomed to see crime 
punished appropriately. It is an 
innovation upon the criminal code, 
because the existence of such an in- 
stitution provided alternative pun- 
ishment for offences which under 
the cld code had other and more ef- 
ficient penalties. It compels a mod-. 
ification of the whole criminal code 
to accommodate it to a system based 
upon the idea of confinement asa 
sufficient atonement fora large class 
of offences. And it entails an im-- 
mense and enduring annual cost to 
the people which must be born by 
them to support a class who could 
be usefully employed if, as under the 
old law, they had been promptly 
and appropriately punished and 
discharged. 
Is the penitentiary likely to ac- 
Is it 
areformatory institution? If it is 
not, then it is in that respect worse 
than useless, for the effect wiil be to 
sharpen the ingenuity of criminals 
and turn them out upon the public 
more dangerous than ever. Is the 


ry day almost we see exercises of 
executive clemency, and the periods 
of confinement shortened so as to 
make punishment a nullity. Is ita 
terror? Nine tenths of the convicts 
are negroes, lost to all sense of 
shame, idle in liberty, and only in- 
terested in getting enough of what 
holds body and sou! together, and 
feeling no burden under the restraint 
of confinement. 

Much money has been expended 
on the penitentiary. Much more 
will be spent, for it is going to be a. 
never ceasing drain. 

But it is one of the burdens of the 
Constitution of 1868, and must be 
born tillthat instrument is annull- 
ed. 


THE COSVENTION. 

A communication from a valued 
friend in Davidson urges upon the 
press the importance of urousing 
the people from their lethargy. We 
think our friend exaggerates the 
amount of that lethargy. Yet his 
caution is to be heeded and his sug- 
gestive warning as the determina- 
tion of the Radicals to defeat the 
measure must not be disregarded.

Neither has any 
sensible man, who has the true in- 
terests of the State at heart, ever 
doubted that it is important to have 
a majority of Corservatives in the 
Convention in order to secure the 
right sort of a Constitution. 

It is no use totry to conceal the 
fact that the Radical leaders are now 
inspired with hope—nearly, if not 
quite dead before—of regainiug power 
in the State, and that they will use, 
and are using effort to defeat us. I 
may be mistaken, but it seems to me 
our party is not at workin as good 
earnest as it should be, that our pa-

MENT. - 

SECOND DAY’s EXERCISES. 
BISHOP MARVIN'S SERMON. 


The Alumni "Address ef John R. 
Webster, Esq. 


Wednesday, the second day of the-! 
Commencement, dawned clear, 
bright and beautiful, andthe prospect 
for a large attendance of visitors was 
more than propitious. The trains of 
the previous night frem both the 
East and West added several hundred 
to the already over-crowded village, 
and by 9 o’clock every road leading 
to the College was the seene of a solid 
mass of vehicles as far as the eye 
could reach, and eontinued so untila 
few minutes after 11 o’elo:k. 

The passengers by the trains repre- 
sented not only every section of our 
own State, but South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Tennessee, and even the far 
‘distant State of Florida was also rep- 
resented, 

The Trustees of the College, nearly 
a full representation, met at 16-0’ctock 
for the transaction of. business, Rev. 
Dr. Wilson, of Greensboro, President 
of the Board, presiding.

by Bishop Marvin. The doors hav- 


found upon taking our seat at the re- 
porter’s desk every seat in the 
body of the chapel and the three gal- 
leries not only oecupied but closely 
packed by the efficient corps of ush- 
ers, and extra seats being brought 
in and placed in the aisles.

LORD IS MY ROCK.”

ADDRESs OF THE EXECUTIVE 
DEMOCRATIC CENTRAE COMe 
MITTEE TO THE PEUPLE OF 

NORTH CAROLINA, 

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CoNn- 

SERVATIVE CENT’L Ex. Com , 

RALEIGH, June Ist, ’75. 
To the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its re- 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
Oth day of September next. for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organie law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention ; but their 
vction was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have’ the Constitution 
thoroughty revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and tke prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at Jast arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our peopte. 

THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 

This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
tiroes of Military reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Seiolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 

tndieal in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ivnorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption, It is no 
exaggeration to suy that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty bad read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its) provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. Itis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edto our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
neeessary. Our organic Jaw should 
be expressed in janguage Clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
nmiay be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligenee; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted eneroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 

CONDITION. 

Tiat the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it would be singular if it did nof, 
but its abominable characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative nem ber of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to afiix his signature to it, as a fit in- 
strument to be submitted to the peo- 
ple. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
ly worded and so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a mediey of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
coastruction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court bas in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, hitherto un- 
known ip the juridicat history of our 
State, distinguished as ‘‘judicial leg- 
islation,” an innovation anti-repub- 
lican in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of aseparate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 
that within the brief space of its ex - 
istence many more decisious on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 
history of the State—and of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Districts, 
contending for the same _ position 
one of which claiming to hold by a1 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be enly 
eight years. 

In many counties, there is « prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and upsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 


should abolish every useless office, 


which is now filled vy a mere cousu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, ean we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. Itis believed 
that the Jaws will be more impartial- 
ly admivistered by a return tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


It is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous crimes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practical atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders, Most of 
our private legislation should be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our limited space does not 
permit us to catalogue the numerous 
defects and imperfections of the pres- 
ent constitution or to enumerate the 
remedies to be offered. 

There should be some general or- 
dinance adopted in relation to private 
enactments, thereby reducing the ex- 
nenses of the Legislature, and in or- 
der to prevent Dasty and inconsider- 
ate egislation, that no new 


matters be brought forward within 
—— days of their adjourning. 


CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As to the specific changes that 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
Ject as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesman- 
ship, spotless integrity, representa- 
tives of all classes of society, and 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their labors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. 


METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendinents recently submitted to 
and ratified by the people eneoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 
eon 20 was declared in their favor 

y over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they were proper'y adop‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for sueh duties, are en- 
cninbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for consid- 


eration, without meeting such criti- | 


cisins as may imperil their labors. 
The Convention method is speedy 
and economical, the body is com- 
posed only of the same number of 
members as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, itis belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 


time by the reforms that will be in- | 


augurated. 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 
Rights of married women, and Pre- 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 
lo remove partizan clamor, aud antic- 
ipate upscrupulcus agitation. They 
are not the property of amere party, 
but had their origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were found 
among the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES. 


It is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
tics of some persons defy all law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged to 


their preservation, should — satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is eailed in pursu- 


wnce of jaw, and each delegate be- 
fore ‘the shali be permitted to sit, 
to be entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,” 
shall swear to observe these ‘‘restric- 
tions’ (see acts 1874 5). Should a part 
comply and part refuseto take this 
oath, only those who obey the law 
are members of the body, nor are we 
Without precedents; similar oath was 
required of the members of the ‘re- 
stricted Convention” of 1835,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 
all the members took the oath and ob- 
served the restrictions, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that 
discussion the distinguised Judge 
Gaston used the following language : 
‘The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority te impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 
people had ratifled the act of the 
.egisiature by choosing delegates 
under it. 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention called by the ple, but 
a self constituted body ;’’ these views 
were concurred in by Macon, Ed- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
will dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on ‘‘Constitution- 
al Conventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the cases cited by him in relation 
to this matter, he demonstrated that 

Jonventions are bound to obey the 
restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention. 


AID FROM REPUBLICANS. 


In our last election it was gratify- 
ing to see Republicans who had hith- 
erto submitted to the control of un- 
scrupulous leaders under a mistaken 
beiief that they were promoting the 
yeneral welfare, seeing their cor- 
ruptness as demonstrated by the 
“Credit Mobilier revelations,’’ ‘‘San- 
born Contracts” and other frauds and 
defalcations, and their vindictive 
and relentless policy, whereby 
they sought to degrade the su- 
perior race by this iniquitous 
“Civil Rights Bill,” overcome their 
party prejudice and give us their 
cordial support. To them we extend 
an invitation to remain and continue 
the work so auspiciously begun. To 
those who opposed us underthe de- 
lusion of their leaders, who assured 
them this bill would never pass Con- 
gress and if it did would be vetoed 
by the President, though it now has 
his signature; and who have witness- 
ed the earnestness with which the 
dangerous ‘Force Bill’? was urged 
upon Congress, we say no longer re- 
main where there is peithersafety nor 
honor toa North Carolinian. The bat- 
tle for civil liberty is not yet over. 
“Civil Rights’ is stilla part of the 
secret ecarpet-bag programme _ for 
this State; though driven from the 
hails of Congress, it will be renewed 


in the Southern States. We there 
fore inyite their co-operation. The 


Convention owes its final success to 
the support of some of their ablest 
representatives in the General As- 
sembly and they are doubtless aware 
that the wise provisions introduoed 
into the Convention of 1868, by their 
ablest native representatives were 
scouted and defeated by that same 
element that has brougnt ruin upon 
their party and confnsion to our 
State. 


NECESSITY OF ORGANIZATION. 


The friends of Convention should 
at once perfect their organization and 
bring out their best menin every 
Connty in the State. The leaders of 
the Republican party know that by 
their reckless violations of the con- 
stitution and efforts to centralize all 
power inthe hands of the Federal 
Government, they have justly for- 
feited the confidence and support of 
the people; they therefore trust not to 
their own strength but to ourapathy, 
and will endeavor to secure our de- 


feat by divisions and false leaders. © 


We therefore respectfully invite'their 
attention to the following resolution
